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PREFACE 


The Juvenile Justice Program of the Canadian 
Centre for Justice Statistics has a respon- 
sibility to publish information collected 
from juvenile and family courts in Canada on 
charges laid under the Juvenile Delinquents 
Act, or its provincial equivalent. This 
information is collected on individuals 
through the Juvenile Court Survey, which has 
been in operation, in its current form, 
since 1974. 


In June 1981, the Juvenile Justice Program 
was formally included within the Canadian 
Centre for Justice Statistics. Thus, this 
publication reflects the collective efforts 
of the provincial/territorial governments 
and federal government, in partnership, 
under whose initiative the Centre was esta- 
blished. Most importantly this publication 
reflects the continuing efforts and atten- 
tion of Court staff in Saskatchewan, whose 
contribution is essential for the accuracy 
and timeliness of these data. 


This report presents, without detailed anal- 
ysis, the central statistical features by 
court of the court process for juveniles. 
It is intended only to provide an indication 
of the data that are available from the 
Canadian Centre for Justice Statistics on 
juveniles accused of committing a delin- 
quency and brought to court in Saskatchewan. 


It contains: 


- a description of the procedures used by 
courts to deal with juveniles accused of 
committing a delinquency; 


- an explanation of the way in which data 
collection occurs; 


- definitions of terms; and 
- statistical tables, by courts. 


Companion documents are available from other 
provinces. As well, a national summary 
report by province has been published. 


The format is an expansion of that used in 
previous years: it now includes jurisdiction 
- specific tables which previously only ap- 
peared in the national report. This ap- 
proach consolidates the published informa- 
tion on a jurisdiction in one convenient 
place. The relationship between the table 
numbers in this report and those reports of 
previous years is as follows: 


AVANT-PROPOS

Nous nous devons de 
souligner particuliérement le travail, l'atten- 
tion et l'engagement du personnel des cours de 
la Saskatchewan, grace €& qui la qualité et 
l'opportunité des données sont assurées. 


Ce rapport offre, sans analyse détaillée, les 
principales caractéristiques de la statistique 
des tribunaux de la jeunesse. Il a pour but de 
présenter un apergu des données disponibles 
aupres du Centre canadien de la_ statistique 
juridique, sur les jeunes accusés de délinquance 
et qui ont été jugés en Saskatchewan. 


Il contient: 


- une description des procédures auxquelles ont 
recours les tribunaux concernant les jeunes 
accusés d'avoir commis un délit; 


- une explication de la facon dont les données 
sont recueillies; 


- une définition des termes; et 
- des tableaux statistiques, par tribunal. 


Il existe pour chaque province un rapport four- 
nissant une information détaillée sur chaque 
tribunal. De plus, chaque rapport provincial est 
enrichi d'un sommaine national.

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2. INTRODUCTION 


2.1 Jurisdiction of juvenile courts 


The information in this section applies 
generally to all provinces and territories. 


The Juvenile Delinquents Act is operative in 
all provinces — and territories except 
Newfoundland. In that province, juvenile 


offenders are dealt with as specified in the 
Welfare of Children Act of 1944. 


Under the terms of the Juvenile Delinquents 
Act, juvenile courts are given exclusive 
jurisdiction to deal with children accused 
of committing a delinquency, i.e., children 
who violate any provision of the Criminal 
Code or of any federal or provincial statu- 
te, or of any by-law or ordinance of any 
municipality, or who are guilty of sexual 
immorality or any similar form of vice, or 
who are liable by reason of any other act to 
be committed to an industrial school or 
juvenile reformatory under any federal or 
provincial statute. 


(he weVULisdictiony Of sjuvVenLLe| courts an 
Newfoundland differs slightly from that in 
the rest of the country: for example, a 


juvenile court in that province cannot try a 
child charged with murder or manslaughter. 


The juvenile courts' jurisdiction is limi- 
ted by the age of the accused. Section 12 
of the Criminal Code states that no person 
under seven years of age shall be convicted 
of an offence. The Juvenile Delinquents Act 
sets the upper age limit by defining a child 
to be 'any boy or girl apparently or actual- 
ly under the age of sixteen years, or such 
other age as may be directed in any prov- 
ince!s) During 1983. the sage limit im each 
province was: 


(a) under 16 years in New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia, Prince Edward Island, Ontario, 
Saskatchewan, Alberta, the Yukon and the 


Northwest Territories; 
(b) Under 17 years in Newfoundland and 


British Columbia; 
(c) Under 18 years in Quebec and Manitoba. 


The juvenile court does not lose jurisdic- 


tion if the child, after committing the 
delinquency, passes the age limit. 


2. INTRODUCTION 


2.1 Juridiction des tribunaux pour enfants 


Le texte qui suit s'applique a toutes les provin- 
ces et territoires en général. 


La Loi sur les jeunes délinquants régit toutes 
les provinces et les territoires sauf Terre- 
Neuve. Dans cette province, les jeunes contreve- 


nants sont poursuivis en vertu du Welfare of 
Children Act de 1944. 


Aux termes de la Loi sur les jeunes délinquants, 
les tribunaux pour enfants ont juridiction abso- 
lue dans le cas des enfants accusés d'avoir com- 
mis un délit, c'est-a-dire les enfants qui en- 
freignent l'une quelconque des dispositions du 
Code criminel, ou d'une loi fédérale ou provin- 
ciale, d'un réglement ou d'une ordonnance d'une 
municipalité, ou qui sont coupables d'immoralité 
sexuelle ou de toute autre forme de vice, ou qui, 
en raison de toute autre infraction, sont passi- 
bles de détention dans une école industrielle ou 
une maison de correction pour jeunes délinquants, 
en vertu d'une loi fédérale ou provinciale. 


La juridiction des tribunaux pour enfants & 
Terre-Neuve différe légérement de celle des tri- 
bunaux pour enfants dans le reste du pays; par 
exemple, un tribunal pour enfants dans cette 
province ne peut juger un enfant inculpé de meur- 
tre ou d'homicide involontaire coupable. 


La juridiction des tribunaux pour enfants est 
fonction de l'age du prévenu. L'article 12 du 
Code criminel prévoit que nul ne doit étre décla- 
ré coupable d'une infraction qu'il a commise 
lorsqu'il était agé de moins de sept ans. La Loi 
sur les jeunes délinquants établit la limite 
d'age supérieure en définissant un enfant comme 
étant 'un gargon ou une fille qui apparemment ou 
effectivement, n'a pas atteint 1'age de seize ans 
ou tel autre age qui peut é@tre prescrit dans 
CeLeem province. En 1985 sla limite, dvage en 
Vigueur dans chaque province était la suivante: 


(a) moins de 16 ans au Nouveau-Brunswick, en 
Nouvelle-Ecosse, & 1'Ile-du-Prince-Edouard, 
en Ontario, en Saskatchewan, en Alberta, au 
Yukon et dans les Territoires du Nord-Ouest; 

(b) moins “de 17 ans & TJerre-Neuve et en 
Colombie-Britannique; 

(c) -~moins de 18 ans au Québec et au Manitoba. 


Le tribunal pour enfants ne perd pas sa juridic- 


tion si l'enfant a dépassé la limite d'age pres- 
crite aprés avoir commis le délit. 


There are two exceptions to these age limi- 
tations: 


(a) a child accused of committing an indic- 
table offence may, at the discretion of 
the juvenile court, be tried in a crim- 
inal court in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the Criminal Code. This can be 
done only if the child involved is over 
the age of fourteen years. In Newfound- 
land, under Section 10 of the Welfare of 
Children Act, a child of 15 years or 
over may be referred to adult court if 
charged with an offence which in the 
case of an adult would be punishable by 
imprisonment. 


(b) a child who is adjudged delinquent may 
be returned to juvenile court at any 
time before reaching the age of 21 years 
(17 years in Newfoundland). This action 
is most frequently taken if the child 
breaches the terms of his/her probation. 


Juvenile courts may also try adults who are 
accused of committing offences involving 
children, for example, contributing to the 
delinquency of a juvenile. 


2.2 Procedure for dealing with juveniles 


The method of dealing with juveniles varies 
from province to province and from one loca- 
lity to another. For that reason it is dif- 
ficult to describe a standard procedure. In 
most cases, however, it is the police who 
initiate the process. 


When it is suspected that a delinquency has 
been committed, the police frequently have 
the option of dealing with the juvenile 
informally (e.g., by means of a warning or a 
diversion program). This course of action 
will usually be taken if the offence is not 
serious and if there is no history of pre- 
vious delinquencies. 


If more serious action is required, a charge 
can be laid. The police are usually respon- 
sible for laying the charge, although this 
may be done on the recommendation of a 
probation officer, crown prosecutor, etc. 


If the juvenile is charged and appears in 
court, he/she will usually be accompanied by 
a parent or guardian and may be represented 
by duty counsel or by a lawyer hired priva- 
tely. A social worker and/or probation 
officer who is involved in the case may also 
be present. The attorney general will be 
represented by a police officer, a provin- 
cial prosecutor or a crown attorney.

(b) Un enfant jugé délinquant peut étre renvoyé 
devant un tribunal pour enfants en _ tout 
temps avant d'avoir atteint 1l'age de 21 ans 
(17 ans & Terre-Neuve). Cette disposition 
est prise le plus souvent lorsque l'enfant 
néglige de respecter les conditions de sa 
probation. 


Les tribunaux pour enfants peuvent également 
juger les adultes qui sont accusés d'avoir commis 
des infractions impliquant des enfants, par 
exemple, un adulte qui a contribué a faire d'un 
enfant un jeune délinquant. 


2.2 Procédure suivie & l1"égard des jeunes 
délinquants 


La procédure suivie @ l'égard des jeunes délin- 
quants varie d'une province a l'autre et d'une 
localité 4 l'autre. C'est pourquoi il est diffi- 
cile de décrire la procédure type. Dans la plu- 
part des cas toutefois, c'est la police qui met 
le processus en branle. 

Lorsque la police soupgonne qu'un délit a été 
commis, elle peut fréquemment choisir de le trai- 
ter "hors cour" (par exemple par voie d'avertis- 
sement ou dans le cadre d'un programme de déjudi- 
ciarisation). On procéde souvent de cette fagon 
si le délit n'est pas grave et si l'enfant n'a 
jamais violé la loi auparavant. 


S'il faut prendre des mesures plus sévéres, une 


accusation peut étre portée. La police est 
habituellement chargée de porter 1l'accusation 
bien qu'elle puisse le faire sur la 


recommandation d'un agent de probation, d'un 
procureur de la couronne, etc. 


Si le jeune est inculpé et traduit devant le 
tribunal, il est habituellement accompagné d'un 
parent ou d'un tuteur et, peut 6tre, représenté 
par un avocat d'office ou un avocat engagé. Un 
travailleur social et/ou l'agent de probation 
concerné peut également étre présent. ie 
procureur général est représenté par un agent de 
police, un procureur provincial ou un procureur 
de la couronne. 


After the charge has been read, the judge 
may, depending on the plea and the evidence 
presented: 


(a) find the juvenile delinquent; 

(b) refer the juvenile to adult court; or 

(c) terminate the case without a finding of 
delinquency (this may take the form of 
an acquittal, a dismissal, a withdrawal 
of the charge, an adjournment sine die, 
etter. 


This judicial decision is referred to in the 
tables as the adjudication. 


If the juvenile is adjudged delinquent, the 
court may take one or more of the various 
courses of action set out in section 20(1) 
of the Juvenile Delinquents Act and in 
Newfoundland, the Welfare of Children Act. 
The dispositions, as these courses of action 
are called, include: 


(a) suspending final disposition; 
(b) adjourning the case for a definite or 
indefinite time; 


(c) imposing a fine of up to $25.00; 

(d) placing the child on probation; 

(e) placement in a foster home; 

(f) committal to the care of a provincially 


approved organization such as_ the 
Children's Aid Society or to a training 
school, and 

(g) any other conditions deemed advisable. 


Because of the great number of possible 
combinations of dispositions, only the most 
serious for each charge has been selected 
for inclusion in the tables. AW Ma sits Sof 
dispositions, from most serious to least 
serious, is available from the Juvenile 
Justice Program. 


Dispositions have been ranked based on the 
effect they will have on the living situa- 
tion of the child. Therefore, a committal 
to an institution is considered to be one of 
the more serious because it means removing 
the child from his/her home. This is not 
generally done unless no other method can be 
found for dealing effectively with the 
juvenile. A reprimand constitutes a less 
serious disposition because it has no direct 
impact on the juvenile after he/she leaves 
the court room.

(c) mettre fin a la cause sans avoir jugé qu'il 
Varctecieadelit Gila pcuteastagire sci edwin 
acquittement, d'un rejet, d'un retrait de 
l'accusation, d'un ajournement sine die, 
etc.). 


Dans les tableaux, cette décision judiciaire est 
désignée par le terme "jugement". 


Si le jeune est jugé délinquant, le tribunal peut 
prendre l'une ou plusieurs des dispositions énu- 
mérées a4 l'article 20(1) de la Loi sur les jeunes 
délinquants, et &@ Terre-Neuve, dans le Welfare of 
Children Act.

2,3 Basie units of count used for tabulation 


purposes 


When the statistics are prepared, two units 
of count are produced: 


(1) Number of delinquencies 


Every delinquency for which court action 
was terminated in the year specified is 
counted. This is consequently a measure 
of court activity and not of magnitude 
of delinquency. A juvenile may be re- 
flected more than once in tables having 
this basic unit of count depending on 
the number of delinquencies with which 
he/she was charged. 


(2) Number of persons 


Each individual who appears in juvenile 
court and has at least one charge dispo- 
sed of in the year specified is counted 
once. It is not a count of the number 
of juveniles involved in delinquent be- 
haviour but instead a count of the 
number of persons completing the court 
process. 


In order to arrive at this count, it is 
necessary to "link" all those delinquen- 
cies committed by the same individual 
and to select for inclusion in the table 
only one delinquency. The delinquency 
selected is that for which the most 
serious court action was taken. If this 
action was taken for more than one de- 
linquency, the delinquency with the 
longest legislated maximum sentence is 
selected. 


Information on juveniles is "linked" in 
the following manner: 


If the case against a juvenile consists 
of several offences, respondents are re- 
quested to submit one form for each 
offence. The forms for one juvenile are 
kept together and clerically given the 
same identification number by Statistics 
Canada. 


It is, however, necessary to deal with 
the fact that the forms for a juvenile's 
case may not be submitted together. It 
is also possible for any juvenile to 
have two or more cases completed within 
a year, with several weeks or months be- 
tween the cases. In these instances, 
the inability to link clerically (i.e., 
to give appropriate forms the same iden- 
tification number), is subsequently 
corrected.

This involves use of a computer program 
which links all information received on 
an individual on the basis of the indi- 
vidual's name (last name plus first 
character of first name), date of birth, 
sex, and province as reported on the 
forms.

Thus, if a juvenile has two forms sub- 
mitted with a slightly different 
spelling of his name on each, or with 
missing information, he will be counted 
as two individuals instead of one. 


Beginning in October 1982, British Columbia 
has reported delinquencies in such a way 
that the number of juveniles can _ be 
estimated. Hence for the first time, a 
breakdown of the number of persons in 
various categories is available in 1983.

4. DEFINITIONS 


On January 4, 1983, Bill C-127, an Act 
amending the Criminial Code in relation to 
sexual offences and other offences against 
the person became law. 


In Tables 1 and 2 for Canada, the 556 
charges in the category of "Sexual Assaults/ 
"Offences" include: 177 charges related to 
the offences of rape, attempted rape and in- 
decent assault as defined prior to January 
4, 19835; 8265 charges related to sexual 
assaults as defined in sections 246.1, 246.2 
and 246.3 of the Criminal Code as amended by 
Bill C-127; and 114 charges relating to 
various other sexual offences as defined in 
Part IV of the Code, both prior to and after 
the proclamation of Bill C-127 on January 4, 
1983. 


The category of "Assaults" (2,740 charges 
for Canada) includes 774 charges of assault 
as defined prior to Bill C-127, and 1,966 


charges of assault (excluding the above- 
mentioned sexual assaults) as defined by 
Bill C-127. 


Adjourned sine die: Under Section 16 of the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act (in Newfoundland, 
the Welfare of Children Act) the court may 
postpone the hearing of a charge of delin- 
quency for an indefinite period. There is 
no finding of delinquency in these cases. 


Adjourned indefinitely: Postponement of the 


hearing for an indefinite period after the 
child has been adjudged delinquent. These 
adjournments are different from those pro- 
vided for in Section 16 of the Juvenile 
Delinquents Act (in Newfoundland, the 
Welfare of Children Act) which take place 
without a finding of delinquency. Tite was 
often difficult to distinguish between these 
two types of adjournments on _ reports 
received. This should be kept in mind when 
interpreting the data. 


Adult court: Under Section 9 of the 
Juvenile Delinquents Act, the court can 
order that a child charged with an indict- 
able offence be proceeded against in the 
criminal courts. Children dealt with in 
this manner must be over the age of 
14 years. In Newfoundland, under Section 10 
of the Welfare of Children Act, a child aged 
15 or over may be referred to adult court if 
charged with an offence which in the case of 
an adult would be punishable by imprison- 
ment.

Method of providing information to the 
Centre 


With only a few exceptions, the form that is 
used by the provinces to report to the 
Centre serves two purposes. It is generally 
used as the legal information for laying a 
charge against a juvenile and it also serves 
as a statistical document for recording 
information on the accused, the offence and 
the court proceedings. 


In most instances, the police, because they 
usually lay the charge, complete the infor- 
mation portion of the form where details of 
the charge are specified. Responsibility 
for completion of the statistical portion of 
the form differs from province to province. 


Every attempt has been made to ensure the 
accuracy of the data which are contained in 
this report. Internal controls make it 
possible to identify most of those courts 
that have either not reported or reported 
significantly fewer cases than the previous 
year. However, it is impossible to guaran- 
tee, without an audit of court files, that 
all terminated cases have been reported. 
This should be kept in mind when examining 
and interpreting these tables. 


The following is a brief description, for 


the jurisdiction with which this report 
deals, of those courts empowered to deal 
with charges of delinquency and of the 


method of reporting those charges to the 
Cenenes The most important instances of 
non-reporting and under-reporting have been 
identified and confirmed by follow-up tele- 
phone calls. Any confirmed reporting prob- 
lems are mentioned below.
